The Heiirwentatiou at Future Kepublican 


County Conventions. 


NTow that the Republican party has se- 


cured a glorious victory in Racine county, 
both for the state and county ticket, a 
number of the local 'party leaders have 
been wrestling with the figures, endeavor- 
ing to Dud out what representation tbe 
city w;irds and county town will have at 
the next county convention. It will be 
remombercd that the old representation 
was five delegates fur every ward, town- 
ship and village in the county, making a 
total" of eighty delegates, of which the city 
had thirty-five, while the country, which 
cast ;v much smaller. Republican vote, had 
sifty-five delegates. 
The city Republicans 


protested against what they termed an un- 
just reprcseuuition, and tbe matter was 
amicably adjusted at the last couuty con- 
vention, 
Taking the vote of 1S92 as a. 


basis the city will have sixty-three dele- 
gates anil the country towns and villages 
sixty-two delegates at future conventions. 
The rcsolutiou that was adopted specifies 
that the representation shall be computed 
from the vote cast at the last presidential 
election, and v.-hile many Republicans 
may take pleasure in figuring up what th 
representation might be if the vote of last 
Tuesday was taker., i; will come 
to 


naught.as the representation will remain 
the same as fixed by the last county con- 
vention. However, ic may be of interest 
to kuow that should the basis of Republi- 
can votes cast last Tuesday be taken, the 
city and country "towns would both gain 
in representation but the country towns 
would gain five delegates while the city 
wards would only increase their represen- 
tation by two delegates.

The new 


kindergarten of tbe Sixtli ward school is 
already overcrowded, and an estimate of 
the children not accommodated who want 
the kindergarten, in spite of our public 
school, one free and one private kinder- 
garten, isa'iiout 300—a small estimate— or 
enough for six more kindergartens. It is 
t-rno that private charity ought not ro do 
public work, f the city can do it, and we 
trust the city charter willl be speedily 
amended so that our little ones may find 
suitable educational advantages without- 


j depending upon private effort. 


As the mutter stands now, the associa- 


tion ought to receive generous support to 
cni-ry it through this year, ;is during last 
year no pledges were asked for, nnd per- 
haps none will be called for again. Cer- 
tainly the officers, of tbo association will 
not ask for help to early on a public work 
one day after they sec that the city can do 
it. 
There is uo need uow of doiug pri- 


vate work to educate tho parents, for they 
:uv air ::dy asking for more tban cau lw 
given, and what is uow left to do is to see 
at thcr arc enough kindergartens for all, 
,-md that they arc as good as those wo have 
at present. 


When you see what has been done, and 


consider that the people of Raeiue have 
only supported the kindergarten for three 
years and that this is only the fourth year 
of its growth, you will feel that your 
money has not been either wasted or un- 
wisely used, aud that- the refor;:i has not 
been so slow iu its growth :is most, reforms 
are. and wo trust; that you will 'nave uir.i'h 
patience with the association when it 
comes to you for help to carry this year's 
wurk to a satisfactory completion.

ORS AND SOLDIERS. 


An Old Army Surgeon Toll" of tho TrlclU 


Attempted to Mlolcad HID Pl.yslcl.iu. 
How Doctors Expose tho Fraud* of Tboi* 
Bhauiminff 1'aticiits. 
"It any ono thinks tbat all a doctor has 


to do is to cure diseases, ho is very much 
mistaken," said an old nrmy surgeon In 
talking to n reporter the other day. "Ono 
might think that with all tho sickness 
and suffering in tlio, world everybody 
•would bo glntl to stay well whon they hail 
tho chance; but the fact is that some ot 
the hardest work a doctor hns' to do is to 
toll whether his patients are sick at all, cjt 
only willfully deceiving him. This is par- 
ticularly tho case in the practice of array 
and naval surgeons, whcro the incontivo 
to deception is greatest, though thoro is 
Btill considerable of it met with in private 
practice and in the examining boards of 
the pension office, whcro a disability is n 
premium that the applicant would often 
pay a good price for if it could bo obtained 
in that way. 
'•But tho most common place to moot 


with simulated diseases used to bo in tho 
British army und navy In the days o£ the 
press and conscript gangs, whcro it took 
•noro of a doctor's time to weed out tho 
Blmmmlng patients than to euro the sick | 
ones. The simulation of disease in tliu ; 
JBritish army ouco assumed such propor- 
tions that it was punished with heavy pun- 
alites, none of which, however, included 
discharge from tlio service, for that was 
just what tho deceivers wanted. 


"The malingerers," as they wero termed, 


had regular secret'-prescriptiona for simu- 
lating disease, and some of them ran fear- 
ful risks and underwent tortures in prac- 
ticing upon themselves with drugs, suoh 
ae hellebore, to effect temporary derange- 
ment of the heart or other organs. Tha 
physicians hud to bo equally crafty to de- 
tect tha simulations, and so this branch oi 
medicine became almost a science iu it- 
self", and though not now of such impor- 
tance b.is remained an interesting study 
ever since. 
"A man who is bent upon making linn- 


self appear ill and disabled, cither to se- 
cure a pension or a discharge from_ the 
service, will simulate anything iron) 
chronic rheumatism to intermittent fever, 
and it is hard to tell the imitation from 
tho genuine. There is one ease on record 
where n man assumed lateral curvature ol 
tho spine, so that his arms touched the 
ground when ho attempted to walk, and 
remained in this position for 18 months, 
returning to his normal position as soon 
as discharged withouf'apparently any il 
effects from Ills long distortion. I mysell 
once knew of a c:iso where a soldier simu- 
late..! epileptic fits till iJio suggestion ol 
using tho actual cautery on him was made 
during one of his paroxysms, when ho re- 
covered with surprising rapidity. 


•'Soldiers hr.ve almost as long a list ol 


diseases which they simulate as have doc- 
tors of the diseases they cure. A common 
one in tho southern countries, such as In- 
dia and Africa, where there is continual 
intense light.'is'night blindness.' This 
is n, real disease that will often Tempora- 
rily disable half of a command und conse- 
quently is very, commonly feigned to se- 
cure immunity from duty. One OH tlie sim- 
ple-ways of detecting tbc feigned uiseast 
when it refuses to yield to treatment is tc 
sny that exercise is necessary for tho hcaltli 
of tho patients and have them escorted tc 
posts for guard duty by a comrade und 
left there for their full term of duty. 


"Blindness is a very common feigned 


affection, and to matt! it appear real drugs 
ore used by the m.iligncrers to dilate the 
pupil and otherwise give the eye. un unnat- 
ural appearance. Stramonium, smill, bel- 
ladonna and other substances are used, the 
effects of which it is impossible to tell :it 
first from real amurosis. Even when con- 
fined in a hospital ward the men will 
sometimes conceal drugs nbont the bed- 
clothes and use them periodically when 
they think they arc not observed. 


• "Wotcli i ng sometimes detects the men j n 


tbis, and rigorous isolation where no drug; 
can bo obtained follows. But I bad a case 
once where a man was so clever at con- 
cealing belladonna that wo had to put 
him in a. straight jacket for n-conplc ol

John Fox., .Tr., tlio delightful author of 
"Tho Cumberland Vendutra," are along. 
It would please you to see two or three 
literary giants out after bait on clays 
when tho trout does not rise to tho fly, 
but keeps his scat at tho bottom of tho 
pool. 


Yesterday was a grant! sort of (lay, 


with low inuttorings of thunder, just 
Bncb. a day as tho true sport loves to go 
forth, rod" iu hand, to present his argu- 
ments for 
tho consideration of his 


speckled constituents. It was a perfect 
clay for late summer fishing iu tho North 
Carolina mountains I caught 2S7 trout 
nnfl tho seat of my second best panrses. 


Korsbrook was so namodbyMr. Gush- 


ing and rises in the broad brow of 
Craggy mountain. It is n succession of 
silvery cataracts, shadowed by lingo 
tulip trees and giant bowlders of mica- 
coons granite upholstered with silken 
uioss of pallid green. Below tho melo- 
dious cataract, Xvhoro tlio frothy pool 
eddies and whirls about, hearing tho 
empty bnr of the chestnut, or tho reel 
fruit'of the encumber tree, iu a shady 
corner of tho cool water, lies tho alert 
littlo b.oy tr:iut, hungry, btit couserva 
five, gamy, fierce and venturesome, but 
wary of the educated foe. 


VTo are using today the grub of tho 


nuhatchod hornet for bait. I never triep 
that before, but it works woll. You slid 
up to a largo gray hornets' nest, and 
while tho family are at toa in tho rear 
of their residence you plug up tho front 
entrance and drown tho inmates by 
plunging the whole nest into tho creek. 
Opening tho beantiCnl structure, yon 
discover several combs like thoso of tho 
honeybee, Only filled with tho white or 
pale sulphur colored grub of tho yellow 
jacket, or Littlo Mammoth Surprise 
Package of tho Blue Ridge. 


I gathered one ct' these hornets' nests 


once in an unguarded moment, watching 
my chance to plug up the front door 
•just as no one was coming in. 
But; tho 


last ono out suddenly thought of some- 
thing that ho wanted to toll his wife 
and came back while I was thoro. Au- 
uoyed evidently at something I had said 
perhaps in a spirit of bant.tr, ho backed 
up against the bridge of my nose and 
closed ono of my ey?s in a comparative- 
ly short space of time.

Sho is not a college cook in his fresh- 


man year, who knows things that tho 
Creator has not yet given to tho press. 
She can cool;, however, and does not 
allow the smoking tobacco to got into 
the butter tho way a man oook does. 
Wo don't havo to tote water fwo miles 
when wo arc tired or sleep in our wot 
clothes with a thousand legged worm in 
each our so as to got healthy. 


When wo don't care to go fishing or 


gathering bouquets of bright, red hornet 
bites, wo can sit on the porch aud smoke 
a long stem pipe and read a novel. This, 
therefore, is a successful trip, and when 
we get enough of it we can tako Mr. 
Cnsliiug'K swift horses and iu 2% hours 
got comfortnbly into Asheville, where 
wo may be mixing up with tho elite 
this evening in low .;ieck and short 
sleeves if wo want to. 


Tho agricultural interests hero seem 


to bo centered very largely iu tho herb 
industvy. Jivory morning about 30 or 
40 men'go by hero on their way to the 
heart of the forest, with a mattock over 
ono shoulder and a gunny sack over

pup hornets uinorgod from their little 
shells and stung mo most bitterly. I did 
not tell the other gentlemen about it, 
but they noticed thut I was sad, aud 
that even tlio broiled trout at eventide 
aud tho low pmnky plunk o£ tho banjo 
at, tho cnbiu did not give mo joy. They 
also noticed that I carried a. largo pil- 
low arouud with mo aud sat on it to 
keep from taking cold 011 tho dewy 
earth. 
This morning eight boys came to 


where we were fishing. All of thorn had 
largo, beautiful welts over the eyo, and 
they said that they wore a committee 
Bbnt to demand.an advnnoo on tho price 
of bait. I told thorn that there was noth- 
ing to arbitrate, but Mr. Fox thought 
best to accede to tho demand of the 
committee, so we aro paying 40 cents 
now, but require tho strikers to furnish 
their own soda and ammonia.

Husk Clean and IJo Not Crib Until tlie 


Corn Is Pry to the Cob. 


Ono may easily begin cribbing too 


soon. Getting the corn in the crib too 
early is ovon moro disastrous than leav- 
ing it in tho fiold too long. Corn that 
heats and molds in tho crib is altogeth- 
er damaged. Every ear ruins its neigh- 
bor. And as the catastrophe takes place 
last round tho outside of tho crib, vrhcra 
tho corn is exposed freely to tho air, 
tho damage is apt to havo made a lam- 
eutablo progress in the interior before 
it is discovered unless ouo is very 
•watchful indeed. It will not stop tho 
heating and molding to throw tho top 
off tlio crib. That is the worse thing 
one can do. The damage y.iny bo miti- 
gated by spreading the corn out iu a 
dry, airy place. 


Be suro the corn is eurod and then go 


ahead and as fast as you can. Corn can 
be fed when it will not be.flt to crib 
for two to six wooks. 


That coru may keep properly in a crib 


it muse noc bo husked until cured. It 
must bo husked clean, and the crib 
must shelter it from the weather. Corn 
should not l>o cribbed until it is dry- 
feels dry, down to the very cob. It may 
bo cribbed when wet with rain (if well 
cured) without appreciable damage, \i 
not rod much of it is-, put in the crib, 
but undoubtedly ir, is better to havo it 
dry aUoKOtlier when cribbed. By clean 
husking, nays a Country Gcntlemnu 
correspondent;, I mean removing the silk 
ns woll as the husk arid removing all 
the husk. "When tho silk is noc removed 
mid when "ribbons" in tho crib aro fre- 
quent, tho chances of molding aro in- 
creased, and tho depredations of mice 
aro multiplied. 
Tho mice aro highly 


pleased by"the juxtaposition of bedding 
aud food. 


Husk and silk absorb moisture and 


hold it. Very few in the west remove 
the silk. Yet ir, is as. hurtful as tho 
quantity of husk that would condemn a 
Iraskov's work as decidedly slovenly. 
Tho huskers tiiat do nut remove tlio 
silk claim that to remove ic takes time; 
that tho men that remove it do not husk 
so much corn. My observation is to tho 
contrary. 
Of tho huskers of my ac- 


quainta'uce thoso that rauovo tho silk 
put as much corn in the crib as thoso 
that do nor, 
Tho latter assert that re- 


moving tho silk requires an extra' 'pass," 
which is truo. The man that pays no at- 
tention to tho silk iu husking catches 
tho ear at its butt with his left hand, 
strips bael; ihc upper half of tho husk 
with his right hand, and then catching 
the rar with tho right hand lie lifts is 
out of its bed anil breaks it off. Tlio 
man that vemoveii tlio silk catches tlio 
point of tho ear, iiu-huling the .silk, 
with his left luuui, strips buck tlio up- 
per half of tho husk with his right 
hand, pushes his loft hand to tho bucG 
of the cur and breaks off the oar with 
his right hand. The left hand is passed 
to the butt of the car while tho right 
hand is being brought back from the 
upraised end of the husk to the center 
of the oar, and a hold is gained. So 
there is really no loss of lime, cr, if 
there is, it is so small that it is balanc- 
ed by the ear being always clean oi 
husk," whiltf rho man who does not strip 
back the lower hull' of Iho husk occa- 
sionally has to stop to pull off "ribbons" 
after the car has been lifted from its

In describing irrigation methods in 


southwestern Kansas a writer in Har- 
per's Weekly says that so much water 
was taken from tlio Arkansas river liy 
Colorado in-igalors that it became dry 
in summer, and Kansas farmers were 
obliged to resorr, to '.hi! "underflow" of 
their lands, which was raised to tho 
surface by wind powr, applied to drivu 
wells 10 to 30 feet deep and saved and 
warmed.in reservoirs. Thero arc about' 
loO reservoir irrigated farms near Gar- 
den City, and more are constantly in 
preparation. Seme unknown benefactor 
invented and made from old lumber thu 
Jumbo windmill, otherwise known as 
tho Dutchman, Overshot and Go Devil. 
Four posts aro set in the ground and 
boxed in wirh hoards. 
An axle with 


four to eight spekes, on which wooden 
paddles are nailed, is set on the box cast 
and west M catch r.ho prevailing south 
and north winds. A crank on 0:10 or both 
ends works the pump or pumps. The box 
shields tho lower part of tho wheel, 
while tho top is fully exposed to the 
winds. 
It is cheaply built of all sizes 


and is doing good service iu pastures, 
at reservoirs, farmhouses nud to irri- 
gate small gardens. 
• While a few sections aro supplied by 
artesian water now the chief dependence 
of tho arid wess must bo irrigation by 
wind, compelling tho powerful prairie 
winds to raise the present useless un- 
derflow to tho surface. This soil, with 
water, is wonderfully productive, tlio 
air superb, tho climato a, delight, and 
tho country itself is tho best sanitary 
region of the world. 


Fi-cdiiiR Wheat In the Field. 


Iii some parts of California outside 


of tho wheat growing districts it is 
customary to grow a few acres of small 
grain for poultry food. 
This grain is 


not harvested. 
It simply ripens in'the 


fiold, and then the poultry run in and 
harvest it to suit themselves. 
Tlio cost 


of harvesting, thrashing -and cleaning 
wheat and rye is considerable. It is not 
surprising that farmers in the Ohio and 
Mississippi valkys who havo decided to 
feed their wheat are trying tho experi- 
ment of feeding it iu tho fiold. Hogs 
and poultry aro turned into tho field to 
oat down tho grain just as they would 
pasture a field of clover. 
This method 


certainly saves tho cost of harvesting 
tho grain, and it probably gives tho 
young clover n better chance; bnt, says 
Rural New Yorker, what a waste it 
seems to eastern farmers, who can ob- 
tain ifiO per ton for the straw. 


EXPEDIENTS IN SUBSOILING.

Taken iu an experimental way on 


plats of from throe to ten acres in sev- 
eral parts of our farm, we are surprised 
to soo tho effect that continuous sub- 
soiling has had during tho past dry sea- 
son. These plats havo been subsoiled 
each fall, and the growth upon them 
has boon a matter of wonder when they 
wore compared with tho growth on 
lands not subsoiled. 
Wo rcgrot that wo 


did not have any corn planted on these 
plats in order to test the comparative 
ability of corn to withstand drought on 
subsoiled and unsubsoiled land, but tho 
small plants aud other plants that occu- 
pied these plats show scarcely any evi- 
dence of tho extreme dry weather. They 
had a - deep, loose, friable soil into 
which to extend root growth, and tho 
percentage of moisture in it was much 
larger than iu unsubsoiled land, Tho 
blanket of dust or dirt mulch was 
thinner hero, and the growth was pro- 
portionally stronger, the new growth bo- 
ing from 18 inches to 5 foot up to Aug. 
1. Tho excessive hoa1; of 'the sun and tho 
thirsty-air boating down on the dust 
mulch evaporated the , least moisture in 


settling, ideal conditions of growth'are 
furnished for vegetation of all kinds. 
No soil is nicer to work than well sub- 
soiled, land just after the frost has left 
it aud before beating rains have im- 
pacted ir.

AMOT, Oct. 10.—At low tide tho shores 


of tho various islands nro dotted with peo- 
ple catching sen food of different kinds. 
Thoro nro very few iuon- among them. 
About ono-qumtcr consists of women and 
thr«o-quarters children. The energy of tho 
latter and their fearlessness oC gutting wot 
and muddy make them fur superior and 
rnoro Buccessful thnn tho former. 
Their 


tools in trade arc onu or two china bowls 
or littlo pails. They would wudo out in 
tho mud or water until they reached what 
they thought would bo good around. One 
would roll a heavy stonoovor aud examine 
the freshly uncovered sldo. Sometimes 
there would bo nil tho small creatures of 
tho sea bottom, tho young clovilllsli, octo-- 
pus, or squid. Occasionally there would 
bo a gray sea anemone, a littlo tower of 
cartilage that can expand and contract at 
•will, and-which looks far more llko'avogo- 
tablo than an animal. 


There wcro hundreds of rod sen anem- 


ones and several varieties of saudworms, 
rnudworms, snails and slugs. 
When tho 


rock was exhausted, tho child laid the 
bowl clown upon it, mid then stooping 
ovor until his head nearly touched tho oozo 
plunged his hands deep In thollquld mud.

Thoro was tho 
familiar prawn ami tho smaller but equal- 
ly familiar shrimp. 


There was another crustacean, lony and 


slander, whoso logs wcro so small as to re- 
semble a fringe, and whlch,-when It want- 
ed to move, used its body liko a spring 
and flopped rather than jumped. There 
wore littlu fishes whoso mouths and jaws 
grow out together in a solid plcco liko tho 
end of a trumpet. Tho Chinese *>:vy this 
trumpet Is used liko a sucker, and that tho 
tiny crcatuio is a deadly parasite. Thcro 
was a mud eel, dirty, blind mid seemingly

tinguish it from a worm, except a whito 
lino of cartllago through the middle of its 
body that looked liko tho burlesque of n 
backbone. Thcro wero two varieties of 
crabs and 020 of crawfish, an assortment 
of angleworms, limpets, whelks, terehrns 
and minute conch:-s. 


Other creatures wore there which did 


not belong to tho mud, bu: had been left 
thcro by tide or driven there. There wero 
tho small fry of a scovo of kinds of Cslios 
and among them a baby shark. A fish five 
inches long was dying or disabled from a 
savage bltu which had cut away a part of 
tho lower portion of thu body. There was 
a savage littlo fellow in whose mouth was 
still tho leg of a young devilfish. 
There 


wore spinclish, sea hedgehogs and n siar- 
llsh no broader than an inch. It was ft 
complete chanter of the baby Asli life of 
Amoy. 


Of tho hundreds of forms scarcely ten 


would bo eaten at homo. In tlio.fur oast, 
where tho unending problem is to keep to- 
gether the soul and body of millions, every 
living shape in tho sea is utilized as food. 


System of I)lk<-». 


Beyond tho main city in the l.nrbor of 


Amoy and tho bay of Tong are large la- 
goons, two-thirds b.iro at low tide, but 
which at tho top of tho flood are hnndsomo 
bodies of water. Tho tide in that district 
is often ns high as 2i3 feet. 
Both flood 


nnd ebb run like mill races and carry with 
thorn fish of all kinds-and sixes. 


Tho thrifty farmers and fishermen di- 


vide tho shallower parts of the lagoons In- 
to blocks and lots, separated by dikes of 
clay, rook and sod built up to a foot above 
spring high water mark. The division re- 
sembles that pursued by oyster planters, 
excepting that every lot connects by two 
gates with either a central channel or with 
broad ditches cmbouchlng into tho central 
channel. One gate allows tho water to 
oomo in at half high tide, but not to go 
out. 
Tho second allows it to go out until 


merely a small pool is left in tho lot. A 
grating and fine mesh'.ng prevent the 
escape of any fish that may bo in a lot. 
The system works to a charm. Tho lots 
are nearly empty, surrounded by their 
dlkos, while tbo water in the channels nnd 
ditches is comparatively deep. Tho tido is 
on the flood and raises tho water In tho 
channels and ditches, but without produc- 
ing any current in thorn. 
As the tide rises tho rush begins, and 


the water In tho channels anil ditches bo- 
oomos a mad torrent. Any fish there is 
pretty sure to ba carried along aTUl into 
somo'inclosure. At dead high tldotho lots 
arc level with the lagoon. 
Then, as tho 


ebb begins, tho ogress gates open, tho wa- 
ter flows out, and the ingress gates close. 
At three-quarters low tide there Is a email 
pool in each lot and in each pool a goodly 
number of various ports of llsh. 


Tho owner now takes out with a scoop 


net what ho may niicxl. He examines l-.is 
gates and dikes and repairs whatever wear 
nnd tear ho finds ..and then goes away, 
leaving to the swi and tide the gathering 
of fresh catches of fish. 


An Effective Meohnnlsin. 


The Mongolian not consists of a square 


frame mado of four thin bamboos any- 
where from 12 to S-l feet in length. -The 
bamboos ara loaded so as to be slightly 
heavier than water and aro firmly fasten- 
ed together at tlio ends. Tho square ia 
filled with a stout hemp netting with 
meshes from a half Inch loan inch in dia- 
meter- It is lltted loosely, so as to form a 
Bhal.'ow bag when raised out of tho water.

When 
raised to tho vertical, tin- '.'iv.mc strikes It, 
is tilted toward it and i!i -.ehurges what- 
ever It may contain. T!:c Chinese-r/nali 
Walton uses as bait tlm i'nvorlte food of 
the fish, crab or other civ:ituro ho desh't:s 
to insnaro. 2te then IOWLTS tho franio mi- 
til it rests on tho bottom. The wood nnd 
not nro dirt color nnd hariily distinguish- 
able from the mud on which they rose. Ito 
then waits a reasonably ]• rim!, tlio length 
of It depending on tlio habits of his would 
bo prey. Ho Chun seizes r.hi-polc and by an 
ingenious nrrangemr.ti; cf lever and wun- 
terpoiso raises It in one ijiili-U puil from 
out the water. The rapi;! motion disuinds 
tho netting downward and forces against 
It «ny and every living-tiling it contains. 
A single haul' often brings up a dozen 
crabs or a scoro of fish, largo and smiill. 
Ho uses this capital Implement on wharves 
where tho water Is 11 fow foot deep and on 
flatboats in places where it is four or five 
fathoms. Its uso Is universal in China, 
being OR common ou the liikcs and rivers 
of tho far Interior ns on tto bays and har- 
borB of tho coast.

lurk In Infinitesimal Dirt. 


' An examination of tho vital statistics 
of civilized countries presents a fact which _ 
is scomingly paradoxical. It figures that 
tho'avorago duration of life is lengthening 
with each decade, and longevity Is decreas- 
ing. Tho younger generations* show a 
decreasing mortality, while those past tho ' 
meridian of lifo have a considerable in- 
crease.

But when maturi- 
ty is readied tho great nervous strain of 
modern life., with careless practices,; tends 
to wear out tlie organism that has boon 
safely brought through hazardous youth.

Bnd odors about plumbing arc microbes 


cultivated In filth. Vitiated air from poor 
ventilation is the waste of the body thrown 
out through tho lungs.

wo hunt thu world for tho cause. 


Wet Feet ami Colds. 


One plan to overcome susceptibility to 


taking cold from wen feet is as follows: 
Dip tho feet in cold water and let them 
remain there, a few seconds. The iiest 
morning dip thorn in again, letting them 
remain in a few seconds longer. Tho next 
morning keep them in a little longer yet 
and continue this until you cau leave 
them in halt an hour.withouttaking cold. 
In this way a person can become accus- 
tomed to the cold water, and ho will not 
take cold fronrthis cause. But bo it un- 
derstood that tho "hardening" must bo 
dono carefully.

NOVEL CHINA DECORATION. 


How, to Set ColoM on Cliina or Other 


Cl«7.<Ml Surfuccs Without Firing. 


China painting-is always very much ad- 


mired, but on account of, tho additional 
trouble anil expense astoixlnntiipon firing 
is not so much practiced by amateur art- 
ists as it would bo without these draw- 
backs, A writer in Modern Prisciila tolls, 
as follows, of a method of painting on 
china which is really very simple and suc- 
cessful if a fow rules aro followed accu- 
rately: 
See that your china for decoration Is 


perfectly clean and free from floating 
specks of dust; also when not at work 
your materials should be placed in an un- 
used room and palotto and'china covered 
with an amplo piece of muslin. 
Oso a 


large dinner plato if you haven't a puletto 
bourd of stonu ohlna. Tints which arc to 
bo placed on whito waro should ho mixed 
on white, so so that you may tho moro 
readily jutlgo of their depth. 


Cover tho china surface with awash com- 


posed of equal parts of balsam of fir and 
turpentine. Rub it on briskly until a sur- 
face or tooth is made on which you can 
sketch your design. Draw the outlines 
with a sharp pointed lead pencil. Now 
sot your pale-.to wllli the necessary oil col- 
ors," using turpentine as a medium and 
painting your design ns smooth a:id broad 
as possible. 
Uso your paint sparingly. 


When tho first painting is dry, go over 
the work, adding details where they aro 
required to give'finish. 
When perfectly 


dry, you aro ready to "set" your colors. 


To'do this take fivo parts of gelatin to 


ono of acid chromato of lime; thin with 
alcohol. Set tlio bottle containing the 
fluid in hot water. 
When tho mixture is 


quite warm, drop a littlo on tiio painting 
and Cow, directing It as it spreads with a 
clean sablo brush. It should cover all the 
painting and just touch the china on tho 
edges. Expose in a glass cnso to tho sun- 
light for n day or two, :ind a gl.izo will bo 
formed over the painting which is not 
solublo in boiling water. 


If a port-of tho surface made with tho 


balsam of fir and turpentine remains un- 
covered by tho painting, you can remove 
it with a clean rag dipped In turpontino. 


Should you wish to lay n" flat tint on 


which tho design is to be painted make 
your application of the mixture ns though 
for tho sketch and then pain 6 tho tint, let- 
ling it dry. 
Over tliis make another ap- 


plication of tho mixture and draw your 
design as in the first instanco.

The .istonishiug thing, as it 
seemed to Justice Gvuy and to other liter- 
ary Dion who have soon this document;, is 
that tho corrections of Mr. Lincoln very 
grently improved tho literary form In 
which the document first appeared. Bet- 
ter English is used, the sentences werO' 
more skillfully arranged and tho, idea 
more clcaily, tersely and elegantly ex- 
pressed. 
Seward was a college graduate, a man 


who had enjoyed the highest advantages, 
and one who hnd gained repute for tho 
literary perfection -of his political and', 
other addresses. Lincoln hadscnrcely en- 
joyed any schooling and was as much ta 
any man who ever held high office in 
this country self taught. ' Yet ho hod a 
command of English and a capacity for 
singularly lucid expression of thought in 
words which his distinguished secretary 
of state could not command even in tho 
writing of n very important official docu- 
ment. 
-Mr. Seward -was a generous man 


and was the first to acknowledge the im- 
provement which Mr. Lincoln's pen had 
brought to that document. 


Later tliero w.-is another example of Lin- 


colnVpower when at Gettysburg he spoke- 
a fow words which have become perhaps 
the finest of American proso 'classics,- 
whereas Edward Everett, tho 'most pol- 
ished orator of his day, delivered an ora- 
tion upon which he had. spent many 
months on tho samo occasion and ont

The rubbers were 
mounted on fast horses and were heavily 
armed. Some of the citi/.ens claim to have 
recognized them as Cherokee Bill and Jim 
French, well-known lieutenants of Bill 
Cook, the leader of the gaiig. The rob- 
bers hold up tlio proprietors of two stores 
and looted both places. They also robbed 
the po.-ilolliee. John Shufeldt, the propri- 
etor of 0:10 store, was relieved of tlOO in 
money and a gold watch.

band. He was almost unknown. Tradi- 
tion says that ho .made but one speech 


' during the session, but that one was effec- 


tive. He at that time occupied desk u-1, 
which eleven years later fell into the pos- 
session ot Robert Lees. 
In those early 


days the desk was located in tho i/hird 
row, about tho coutev of tlio chamber. 
Tho member from Bad Ax had not been 
heard from during the first part ot the ses- 
sion. 
Quo day a bill was introduced 


which called for au 
appropriation of 


money that was perilously near being ille- 
gal, but tho influences Uhiud ic were so 
powerful that it was pushed through aud 
finally placed ou its passage. Tho young 
assemblyman had tnken uo part iu the 
discussion through diffidence at thrusting 
himself in among well-trained orators. 
But now he nroso 
aud called "Mr. 


Speaker." 


"Tho gentleman from Bad Ax.'' 
"That bill is a steal," said Busk, aud 


took his seat. Not a word more; but it 
did the business. Tho bill did not pass, 
and so far as known that is the only time 
he was on his feet during the session,

Desks 01 and 'JS were the favorites 


ot Che late Charles H. Larkin, of Milwau- 
kee, a sturdy old Jacksoninn Democrat. 
Behind desk 50 John C. Spooner, then a 
member from St. Croix county, cocked his 
legs in " 1S7S, and Judge 11. L. Palmer 
did tho same tho year following, though in 
1SG3 Mr. Palmer had selected desk 
'•>'. 


Desks Gti and 17 will bo remembered for 
having been occupied by the late Con- 
gressman Joe Rankin when he was just a 
member of the lower house of the state 
legislature. It was in 1S71 that ho held 
66 and the next year 17 fell to his lot. 
No. 53 was occupied in 1S75 by ex-Con- 
gressman T.B. Hudd and iu 1S82 by John 
Winans, for many years one of the leaders 
of the state Democracy. 


A REPORT

report it. Naturally the scholars went 
homo and told their parents that they 
would bo compelled to get vaccinated. 
As tho majority of tlio p;iront aro opposed 
to vaccination it caused excitement, aud 
they said that rather than submit to com- 
pulsory vaccination they would take their 
children out of school. 
The order to vac- 


cinate has never Veil given, but tlio Rev. 
Keller says that if suchau order was made 
there is no donbt it would result iu the 
school being closed. 
Sometime ago a son 


. of Mr. Keller \vi;s sent r-o:i;o from school 


because he was not vaccir.Mod amlluisnot 
attended since. Mr. Ki-Uei1 said that n 
case was at present pcndiiij: liofuro the 
supremo court on the qut.-stion of the con- 
stitutionality of the law. If it was decided 
that the law was coustilmiomil he would 
advise the p'iirents of children in the St. 
John school to obey the !.i\v.

There is (."very reason to expect that the 


Australian ballot system has come to stay. 
Its success thus far in securing quiet,puro 
and freo elections, has coerced there respect 
of tho most violent opponents of its intro- 
du^tion. All that now occasions concern 
is tho embarrassment of some electors in 
properly marking their ballots. To "split" 
a ticket invohcs enough problems to give 
many electors much difficulty and con- 
cern. 
There is no use denying tho tact 


that many electors are not educated up to 
the requirements of tho law in marking 
their ballot, and in this city alone it [is es 
tiuiated that there were nearly 1,000 bal 
lots cast at tlio late election that were 
illegal aud were not counted, owing to 
their being illegally marked or scratched 
The city's registration lists contained tho 
names of B.9S5 electors or fifteen lacking 
',000 voters. 
Of these only 5,500 vote; 


wore cast for the gubernatorial candi 
dates. 
What became of tho other 1,DO( 


votes? True, many electors did not exer 
else their right of suffrage, and probabl; 
never came near tho polling places at all 
On tho other hand, many voters whose 
names did not appear on tho registration 
list, voted on election day by having thei 
votes sworn in, at tho respective voting 
precincts wherein they reside. It can b

that

electors were disfranchised, so to speak 
by not being familiar with the ways 
marking their ballots. Ever,- effort should 
bo made to thoroughly familiarize th 
pit-scut generation of voters, as well a- 
tho rising ones, with the requirements o 
the law. An exchange has the following 
suggestion to make, which is worthy o 
a great deal of consideration : 


" One method which would be of n 


small efficiency as to both classes, woul 
be tho distribution ot sample ballots i 
the schools, and giving, shortly prior t< 
each elcetiou, careful and detailed instruc- 
tion to all pupils Of age sufficient for its 
comprehension. 
Such instruction should 


include as well the manner of conducting 
tho election as marking tho ballots.

is roock election be held, upon the s;mip)o 
ballots and the pupils would be found 
quite as eager aud interested, both 'in the 
iusrruetiou and the elcetiou, as any of 
their elders.

The information given by such 
a 


method would in uo other manner be 
more quickly disseminated to the voters 
themselves. 
The ignorant, timid, or 


doubtful elector would consult liis children 
readily and withoutrcsercv. Tho expense 
of the work would bo insignificant, and 
tlio results would well repay tho time and 
trouble involved. And ,!t might tend 
toward the nccoinpUi-hiiicDt of another 
most desirable oud — tho arrest «f the 
growing iudiffi'rence to public affiars. "
